states to prohibit slavery by

number of years Vermont re­ 
mained us a separate republic, 
but in 1791 it was admitted to 
the Union as the first addition to 
the original thirteen states. 
In size Vermont has 9.004 
square miles, and Its congres­ 
sional delegation numbers four.
